Gigantic Task ane eee im ae ee 
Goes On In 

depressing Quiet

The work of clearing th 


Canton, Yestérday. 
e wreckage created by 


Japan’s indiscriminate bombing of Canton’s 
most populous centres is continuing uninter- 
ruptedly despite further aerial visitations 
and the appalling conditions. | 

The high temperatures of the last few days, cou- 
pled with the fact that many of the bodies 
have been buried for days under tons of de- 
bris, has not made an unpleasant task any 
pleasanter, but the workers go on hour after 
hour, the authorities fully realising the im- 
portance of the task, if epidemic and pestil- 
ence is not to be added to the troubles beset- 


ting the city. 


Clearance has been complet- 
ed of the  bodier in the 
Pearl iRiver, victims of the raid 
on Wednesday when bombs .were 
dropped into the middle of river- 
craft, causing scores of casualtics. 

It is estimated that the popula- 
tion of Canton has now been re- 
duced to about 400,000. Until Sep- 
tember of Inst year, the figure was 
at least onc and a half million. 


HONG KONG SANCTUARY 


Nost of them have gone into the 
interior, many as far'ns Kwangst 
and Yunnan, but it is generally 
estimated that at least 360,000 are 
to be found in Hong Kong.

NO DEFEATISM 


Withal, there is no spirit of 
defeatism anywhere. The natural 
impulec to get away from danger 
zones have been abeyed by thou- 
aundg, ‘but their departure has 
not been marked. by terror or 
panic. Just plain commonsense if 
they are able to get awny, and 
carrying with them an intense 
hatred of the Japanese 
squadrons. 

Those remaining go about their 
business daily, a little subdued 
perhaps, but not fearsomely. On 
the contrary, the reputation of the 
Chinese for stolcism has been 
more vividly demonatrated.

New Mauretania 


London, Yesterday. 


What in believed to be a record 
in shipbuilding will be establish- 
ed on July 28 when the Cunard 
White Star liner Mauretania, 
83,000 tons gross, constructed for 
the London-New York service, ia 
launched from the Cammell Laird 
yard at Birkenhead. 

This vessel, the Inrgest interme- 
diate Iner so far built in Britain 
and the greatest ship ever con- 
structed) in England, was Inid 
down on May 24, 1937, 

Since then about 17,000 tons of 
steel have been worked into her 
structure. The hull, with its seven 
decks, is complete, and the plat- 
ing of the upper part of the liner, 
comprising the promenade, sun 
and eports decks, is well advanced. 

To bring a ship of this size to 
the launching stage in 14 months 
is an astonishing feat, the more 
so as Cammell Laird is simultanc- 
ously building about 15 other 
vessels, including the 35,000-ton 
battleship Prince of Walos. 

When ready for sea next spring 
the Mauretania will displace 
about 37,000 tons.

N association with a long-term policy -dinectod towards tho 
housing or re-housing of Hong Kong’s growing population, 
meaning the permanent growth and nbt ‘the. artiticiai affiux of 
fugitives from China, Government cannot reasonably do less:than 
give full encouragement to the co-operative building society 
scheme outlined ‘in this journal a week ago. The.report of the 
Government's own ‘Housing Commission is expected to be ready 
for publication soon, but the problem’ with which it deals has no 
more than the remotest connection with the opportunities offer- 
ing the potential home-owner of moderate means. The reason 
is obvious enough. The Housing Commission was set up with 
clear terms of reference, to investigate the slum tragedies of 
Hong Kong, with their bearing on the tuberculosis scourge, and 
to make recommendations. The magnitude of the task is quite 
apparent to anyone with experience of social conditions in the 
Colony, chiefly marked by grim overcrowding in hopelessly un- 
hygienic premises, conducive only to ill-health and moral de- 
gradation. , There iy reason to believe that the public will be as- 
tonished by two things when the Commission's Report is’ publish- 
ed, one, the thoroughness of the study of the evil, and secondly, 
the very serious endeavours that are recommended to provide a 
remedy, recommendations which if carried out will earn the ut- 
most respect for Government even if they involve, as possibly 
they may, additional charges upon the revenue of the Colony 
and therefore, the possibility of incrensed taxation. This, how- 
ever, is to some extent within the realm of prophecy. The home- 
building scheme raises a new issue and enters upon quite a dif- 
ferent sphere of community life.

~probably more lives’ are lont 
among bathers from cramp than 
from any other cause; yet it is no 
exnggeration to say that four out 
of five could have been saved by 
fn little commonsense and codlncss. 
Most people havo ‘these qualitics, 
but they are apt to forget them 
when swimming, where no solid 
ground {s under their feel to give 
them confidence. Accidents can 
befall even an expert awimmer, 40 
the novice stands a very .small 
chance indeed unless he knows 
how to counternet the many dan- 
gers present in swimming. 


Cramp is the most potent enemy 
of the swimmer. It can be cased 
by indigestion arising from enter- 
ing the water and indulging In 
atrenuous excercise toe soon after 
a heavy meal. The shock of the 
plunge, together with the extra 
exertion, brings on u temporary 
paralysis of the muacles, ond 
cramp follows—often with disas- 
trous results, 


This particular form of cramp 
cun be avoided ensily enough, 
however. It is only necessary to 
allow an hour or two to elapse be- 
tween a meal and tho swim, wheti 
the bather will be able to cnter 
tho water without fear in this 
direction, 


DON'T BE DROWNED! 


Of course there are other forms 
of cramp which are not sa easily 
avoldable.. People with poor blood 
circulution are attacked at any 
time and under any conditions; or 
it follows when the water-ia too 
cold, und after a too-lengthy im- 
merslon. : 


A visit to n doctor is the only 
way to a cure for the subject of 
tho firat instance, for even more 
serlous troubles thin the cramp 
como to bathers who ignore the 
warnings of an overtaxed con- 
stitution, The second form can be 
counteracted by always keeping 
moving and by resisting the temp- 
tation to stay in, even when the 
water is invitingly warm. 


There.is no need to cut your 
swim short. Bathe all day if you 


..| like—but come out every now and 


then and exercise yourself on the 
sands, 
you completely against cramp of 
any sort, 


If despite due precautions, how- 
ever, you are attacked by cramp, 
thore Is no reason whatever why 
you should give up the ghost and 
resign yourself to being drowned, 
even if you are in deop water and 
there is no help at hand. No mat- 
ter how dificult it may be in such 
a contingency—and it is frighten- 
ing enough for anyone—kecep cool.

The poorest 
swimmer cannot drown in shallow 
water (unless he were first ren- 
dereil unconscious), so fix your 
depth—even if it be chest level— 
and atick to it despite all tempta- 
tion.

Geneva, Yesterday. 
A sharp attack on the labour 
policy of the Indian Government 
was made by the representative 
of the Indian Workers Federation 
at yesterday’s session of the Inter- 
national Labour Conference. 


He said that those parts of the 
report of the Director of the In 
ternational Labour Bureau which 
dealt with India were altogether 
at variance with the real facts of 
the situation. 


With the exception of Sovict 
Russia, he said, producers in all 
countrics wore ongaged in ex- 
ploiting the consuming public. 


As regards Indian workers, 
they were so poorly paid that the 
amount they consumed .was Joy 
than that which the Bombay pri- 
son regulations granted to crim- 
inals. 


The Indian Government main- 
talnied that it was impossible to 
spoak of the existence of unem- 
ployment in Indin owing to the 
pecullar nature of the country’s
